As we grope into the dark and distant past, we recall vaguely 
our Sub-Freshman Day in the spring ot 1947. At that time the 
outgoing principal, Mr. N. Richard Butler, welcomed us cordially 
to Northfield High School and we were served cookies and punch. 

But our high school careers did not really begin until Sept¬ 
ember when we began school life in earnest after some of us had 
received a severe initiation. The new principal, Mr. George Allison, 
helped us a great deal, and we soon became his most ardent admirers. 
Under the masterful guidance of Mr. Allen Kidd, we elected our first 
officers: President Tom Lamson, Vice-President Eddie Shambo, 

Secretary Beverly Knowles, Treasurer Beatrice Davis, Social Chair¬ 
man Nancy McKeon, Student Council representatives, Tom Lamson 
and Elaine Taylor. 

Naive and callow, it took us several weeks to become adjusted to 
high school routine, but after the wonderful Freshman Reception 
given us by the Class of ’50, we began to feel more at ease. In our 
freshman year we did not contribute much to extra curricular activi¬ 
ties, but we began to realize what it meant to possess a high school 
education. 

After a summer vacation which was much too short, we came 
back to school as sophomores. Jubilantly we discovered that there 
were some people inferior to us — the incoming freshmen. Miss 
Barbara Vehling and Robert Pierce were our class advisers and many 
of us were fortunate enough to have Mrs. Ruth Rowe as our English 
teacher.

Even the 
Freshmen liked it. As we approached the end of our sophomore year, 
we tried to become less sophomoric, but weren’t very successful. 

By our junior year we felt much better. There was only one class 
ahead of us, and the worst was over. At the beginning of the year we 
welcomed a new principal, Mr. Lloyd E. Crane, and we soon learned 
to respect him for his unselfish loyalty and fairness. Then we chose 
a new slate of officers : President Jupe Staples, Vice-President 
Dolores Bussiere, Secretary Marlene Goodenough, Treasurer Fred 
Toulouse, Social Chairman Bob Gallagher. Dick Owen and Jim Ford 





were elected to the reorganized Student Council. Phyllis Diemer 
and Marlene Goodenough represented the junior class on the Junior 
Red Cross Council founded by Marlene. 

' Tihe year 1950 will go down in history for its winning basket¬ 
ball team. Besides the players and cheerleaders, many members of 
aie student body traveled on hilarious bus rides to the distant league 
and tournament games. 

Our most important social event in this year was the Junior 
Prom given for the class of ’50. It was not a financial success, but it 
was perfect in all other respects. 

In the spring of our junior year we elected our Rambles Staff 
and put out our first issue of that famous newspaper. Our editor and 
assistant editor were Mike Henry and Bob Gallagher respectively. 

At the end of the year three boys and two girls were selectea 
to represent N. H. S. at Boys’ and Girls’ State. These were 
respectively, Dick Owen, Jim Ford, Bob Gallagher; Marlene Good- 
enough and Jane Welch. 

The class of ’51 is especially proud of Marlene who was voted 
Governor of Girls’ State and later N. H. S. Good Citizenship Girl. 

Last September we returned to school, but it was different now— 
at last we were seniors ! Under the able guidance of Mr. Pierce, 
we elected our last group of officers: President Mike Henry, Vice 
President Wally Reed, Secretary Beverly Knowles, Treasurer Elaine 
Taylor, Social Chairman Joanne McGlaflin; Student Council Repre¬ 
sentatives Dick Owen, Bob Gallagher, and Jim Ford. 

Like most seniors our treasury was as empty as our heads. Our 
first money making event was the traditional Farmers’ Ball. Music 
was furnished by Roger’s Rhythm Makers and everyone had a fine 
time. 

The next big activity was the Senior Play under the distinguished 
direction of Miss Ethel Wellington. We selected a farce “Adam’s 
Evening” and after weeks of riotous rehearsals, presented it Novem¬ 
ber 17, 1950, at Co. F Armory. The members of the cast were Ladora 
Cruickshank, Phyllis Diemer, Marlene Goodenough, Dot Plunkett, 
John Bell, Mark Clough, Jim Ford, Bill Foss, and Bob Sargent. The 
prompters were Betty Robar and Avis McKinney. Dick Owen and 
Bob Gallagher were business and stage managers respectively. 
Versatile Bea Davis was in charge of sound effects and properties. 

Our Christmas Ball, planned by Joanne (“thousand tickets”) 
McGlaflin was a brilliant social success. However, even the offer by 
Mr. Lester Hall of a $75 wrist watch as a door prize did not make the 
Ball a financial success. 

Before Christmas vacation we also elected the staff of our year¬ 
book, the Rambler. Bea Davis was chosen editor and Dot Plunkett 
assistant editor. We worked furiously on this project throughout the 
winter of ’51 and we think it is the best thing we have ever done. 

In March 1951, we were all saddened by the death of our beloved 
music teacher, Mrs. Whitney. She had worked long and faithfully 
for us as for the whole school, and we know that no one can ever take 
her place. 

The spring of 1951 was our last in school and the Commencement 
preparation kept us at the usual crazy pace. Especially busy were 
Jim Ford, the valedictorian, and Bea Davis, the salutatorian, who were 
composing their graduation speeches. 

Finally on June 15, the Class of 1951 graduated from Northfield 
High School. Our Commencement was a solemn occasion in spite of 
the frivolities attendant to it and none of us will will ever forget it.
